Wu do not lu'iiili; to llic proiici-ty (nullifica- 
tion, but to tliusu it('([iutuuioiits of akill and 
ability for buaiiKs^ iiiiJ experience in public 
alTair« nhicb are cssctitial to the propel ful- 
filment'of snob a obar<;e aa representing tlio 
intercsls of the people ia the Ilouie of As- 
sembly, iiiul lo^islutiiig for tlio government 
of tliis colony. 

A very good maxim was laid down by a 
statesman who, in the latter part of the first 
half of iho present century, carried more 
■weight in the lloii^o of Commons by the mero 
forcu ol liis sound ruasoninj; llutu any atatos- 
in:;i; ol the prcSLMit day. It was, that no man 
\vai 111 to be (Milrusted wilh the allaira of 
ottiers, who hud not succcsafully managed 
Lis own bu:ilneti. The responsibility of 
rcprescuting the interests of a meroantilo 
cunimuDily, like that of this oity, in 
an Assembly v.hoto nil the laws aOect- 
in^ properly in the Colony are passed 
■and niiaeU'd, i - very great, ivnd the elcc- 
toi'6 inui>t bear in mind that their ruspou- 
sibilitieS} although divided, are sabstantially 
and oolleotiroly similar to tbbso of their rep- 
Tesentativcs. If a niislnl^e bo made in selecl- 
iDg a 6t and proper person to ropresout a 
conslituctioy, much evil is inllicled upon the 
public for the peri.d for which I'arlinmcnt 
may happen to bo silling. At a general 
election there are the diQerent qualificalious 
of tho dilTcrent representatives to consider, 
and il beconiuM noeodsary so to rcgulato iudi- 
vidual vote?, as to ;;iv(i to the beat men that 
eoni'; ferwavd seals in tho Ilonso. When a 
cin;;lo member is lo be olocted it is somewhat 
ditierenl ; after a Uouj-c has been ailtiug for 
some time, tho electors have some Icoow- 
Icdpc of the position of patties in the House, 
audoi tlia men who form those parties, a«d 
it is incnnibcnt upon them to consider care- 
fully between llic c.iiididatM that may show 
themselves in the lield, iiiid thoie who might 
bo induced to oiler themselves, who are likely 
to be tbe b'est members of a previonsly con- 
stituted Hrusc. This will be the case at 
prc-;ent in >'ietorin when we are called upon 
to e.'.ereise our ri;;ht of voting on the return 
of a Hin.;le member lo farliament. Wo must 
C'lnsider. not the peculiar views of tho man, 
but tho measures that he is likely to support 
and tho place be is likely to oooapy amongat 
his colleagues. 

We have no docidod division of parties by 
whieli we can hope to test any particular can- 
didalo, bnl wo have been able, during the 
present session, to observe the votes and 
leanings of our dilloreut members ; and it 
will be|for tho electors of Victoria, wbin 
the; arc called upon to send n now member 
to tho House, lo choose a man who will not 
only bo fitted to dischar;5c his duty to his con- 
Etitnonts ns an indiviiiual memhor, but also

Mr. DeCosmos.— And everything ciso. 
Dr. Helmcken. — Yes, and everyihing else. 
Dr. Powell thought a gcnerai banking acl 
ought to have precediU this comiielling 
banks lo givo dollar fur dollar tecurity. He 
looked on this bill ruliier in the light of 
creating a monopoly. The bills of ihe bank, 
the iajiie of which this bill [iropoiod to sto]), 
ware cironlalins freely all tliruugh the upper 
eouuUy. It had been said by OiMiain. panics 
that a banking act was prenialure and if so 
ha thought this was pietniliiro also. IIu 
would ba glad to support a bill which would 
compel issuers of poper money to give proper 
sscutity. 

Mr. Strcol would nol see this bill thrown 
out entirely. (Hear, hear.) lie thought a 
clause might by introduced causing banks to 
show ft aulficieul amount of sjieeio reserve lo 
protect their bills in circnlaliun, and that no 
pnpur money should bo issued in excess of 
that aniontit in reserve. Ha thought it a 
most unwise thing tu allow any banks lo is- 
sue just as much paper Ktooey as the people 
would choose to take. lie bad seen tbe evil.i 
caused by "wild-act" banks in tbe United 
tilaieii, and would earnestly wish to guard 
against such an evil here. 

Mr, DeCosmos said he concurred with tho 
spirit of this bill, but not fully with its' de- 
tail;. He regarded this as one of the most 
important measures whiuh had como befuro 
tho cuutilry. Tho thing, above all others, we 
fihould strive for was to eneoni-age capital 
to ll'jw into Ihis country. In all countries 
|)aper money based on Governinenl sneiirities, 
or a metallic reserve, had worked beticliei- 
ally.

Kverylhing 
d nic to oiicomage the introduction of capital 
into Ibis country was advancing tho welfare 
of tho colony; but ho wa.siiol ili^ppscd lo .■set ' 
up a bar lo Irco trade in Iniukii.g. (Hear, 
hear.) It was simply o eoiniiiorcial opera- 
tion, and on commerce the well-being of the 
country depends. Ue woiild ti^ggost iho ad< 
dition to tho bill befbre tbe Houi^e, of a pro- 
vision enabling parlies who could certify 
that they wero in possession of a certain n- 
muimt ul capital, lo issue a ccrresponditig a- 
mount of papor moni^y. In any case lime 
ought lo boalibrded lo allow any parties who 
did not wisli to cotriply v.itli the 'Act to re^ 
deem their bills wdiieli were in eircniatioii.

As the name 
ol a certain bniikiiig house liiul been iiieu- 
lioned, lis iinial say that bo had seen their 
nolos and they wore of u very poor descrip- 
tion, only a lithograph, aud uotiofforing pro- 
per aeeurity against fraud,
